No Exemption On Income Tax 
For Payment Of Gasoline Tax 


W ashington, 
Sept. 
2 
(AP» — 
Pennsylvania motorists 
no longer 
may deduct state tax paid on gaso­ 
line for pleasure driving from their 
federal income tax liability. 
The law division of the internal 
revenue bureau In a decision gran t­ 
ing the deduction to gasoline dis­ 
tributors under the 1931 state liquid 
fuels tax passed by the late Penn­ 
sylvania 
legislature. 
Heretofore 
the consumer was allowed the de­ 
duction. 
Quoting a section of the state 
law which says “distributors shall 
be liable to the commonwealth as

Here’s What They Name it 
The new synthetic process takes 
lifeless matter and builds It directly 
into 
something 
resembling 
both 
cellulose and silk, but which is 
neither. The starting substances are 
ethylene glycol, the anti-freeze, and 
sebacic acid, which may be pro­ 
duced by fusing castor oil under 
heat with an alkalai. 
With these the synthetic chemists 
build up a substance they name hex- 
adecamethylenediearboxylic acid.

Forest Hills, N. Y. (AP)—For the 
first time since 1903. when Hugh 
Doherty carried the title back to 
England, 
Great 
Britain’s tennis 
forces present a real threat in the 
American 
singles 
championship. 
The challenger is Frederick J. Per­ 
ry, strapping son of a labor member 
of parliament and one of the youth­ 
ful sensations of the 1931 season. 
Perry was almost unknown to 
major British tennis until last year 
when he established himself by de­ 
feating HL L. de Morpurgo, the 
Italian champion, in the third round 
of the championship play at Wim­ 
bledon. 
This encouraged him to come to 
America .and he was strong enough 
to advance into the fourth round of 
the 1930 title 
play 
before 
being 
eliminated by Johnny 
Van Ryn. 
After playing in the British-Ameri­ 
can team matches at Forest Hills, 
Perry went to South America and 
there won his first important title, 
the Argentine singles championship. 
He was placed on the British 
Davis Cup team this year and his 
victory over Sidney Wood in the 
interzone final 
with the 
United 
States put England in the challenge 
round for the first time since 1919. 
Perry, who plays typical British 
tennis, attributes his steadiness, his 
chief weapon, to this important win 
over young Wood, who has one of 
the soundest mechanical games In 
the world. 
"That gave me confidence in my 
backhand,” he explained, “and now 
I have enough control to make the 
other fellow do most of the netting 
and over-driving.” 
Perry came to this country early 
in August and during his first two 
weeks here defeated six of the na­ 
tion’s “first ten” players. He over­ 
came Clifford Sutter, Johnny Van 
Ryn and Bryan Grant at Rye, New 
York.Gloved on to the Newport 
Casino, where he upset George Lott, 
Wilmer Allison and scored his sec­ 
ond victory over Sidney Wood. 
He was strong enough to reach 
the finals of both tourneys, beating 
J. Gilbert Hall at Rye, but losing 
his first match of the season In 
America when he bowed to the sen­ 
sational 
cross-fire of 
Ellsworth 
Vines, Jr., in the final at Newport.

A CHALLENGE TO RENO 
May Reno jeopardize a m arriage partnership made and existing in 
another State? 
It is not an academic question. An Illinois woman inform ed t h a t . 
her husband was in Reno to obtain a decree, filed a petition in an 
Illinois court asking an injunction to restrain him from obtaining a 
divorce. She pleads th at she has acquired rights under the laws of 
her own State, such as dower, jointure, homestead, support, and m ain­ 
tenance, which will be jeopardized if her husband obtains a divorce 
elsewhere for causes which the Illinois laws do not recognize. 
She 
says th a t the m arriage must continue until her own S tate dissolves 
the union and. in doing so, fully protects her interests. 
Tills woman, comments the Milwaukee Journal, has raised an im ­ 
portant issue: 
“A State should protect its homes and those who m ake the homes. 
W hen Nevada ‘liberalized’ its divorce laws, just for the profit of the 
trade,’ so th at any one could go there and, by establishing a residence 
in six weeks, send a divorce com plaint through the Reno mill on the 
flimsiest pretext, did not Nevada thereby endanger the rights of every 
person in every other State? 
“Divorce is left under our present plan of State control, and Nevada 
is a sovereign State. 
W hat Illinois can do about the m atter, we do 
not know; although, exercising their own sovereignty, the other forty- 
seven States m ight refuse to recognize a Reno divorce w ithin their 
borders.”

Nobel Prize Winner Is Orien­ 
tal Without Foreign 
Schooling.

New York (A P)—Sir C hrandrasek- 
hara V enkata Ram an, Nobel prize 
winner, is a native of India w ithout 
benefit of a “foreign” education. 
His laboratory is a bare, stonefloored 
room with leaky roof, his income too 
meager to afford 
the equipm ent 
necessary for most scientific work. 
Thus limited to study the sim pler 
phenomena, R am an watched light 
shining through gas and from this 
investigation produced one of the 
world's great scientific discoveries. 
He found th a t some of the light 
changed its color. This m eant th a t 
it came out of the gas with a longer 
wave length th an it had upon e n ­ 
tering. 
Actually it was a different 
trinal of Hfh*. -It iMKF-lofit som ething 
in i n t a c t with the particles of gas. 
This som ething was p art of its 
energy. 
Scientists nam ed the dis­ 
covery the R am an effect, and for it 
he received the Nobel physics award. 
‘ 
* Back to Genesis 
Bible readers will recall th a t in 
the story of creation in Genesis, one 
of the first sentences, describing the 
C reator’s first m ajor act, reads: 
“God said, let there be light.” 
Today science is discovering th a t 
this act accounts for just about 
everything in existence; for light 
is radiation, and it is beginning to 
appear 
possible 
th a t every 
sub­ 
stance the hum an senses can de­ 
tect is some form of radiation. 
R am an’s discovery opened a new 
window 
through 
which 
to learn 
more about the nature of lig h t— 
hence of radiation, arid of one of 
the great m ysteries, namely, how the 
universe is made. 
Science already had evidence of 
a strange contradiction, th a t light 
is both particles, like flying bullets, 
and also waves. 
Additional Proof 
Now R am an, from his new “w in­ 
dow” in hte laboratory, draw s still 
further inform ation in the form of 
additional proof th a t the particles 
of 
light 
have 
also 
a 
spinning 
motion. 
“Angular m om entum .” he calls it, 
using the scientific terminology. 
In 
his lighted gas cloud he observes 
th a t some of the light “bullets" h it 
atom s of gas. 
In this collision m uch the sam e 
thing happens to the bullet of rad ia­ 
tion th a t would take place to a real 
bullet brushing against a round, 
hard ball. 
T he light missile loses 
p art of its s p in — slows down its a n ­ 
gular m om entum . 
And exactly the 
a m o u n t of spin lost by the light is 
transferred to the gas particle, which 
whirls faster. 
B ut an even stranger thing Is 
found by R am an. He says th a t the 


gas particle, which (ilso is spinning 
before the light strikes it, may give 
up some of its whirl to the light. 
T hat is, the “bullet'’ m ay spin faster 
instead of slower after the collision. 
Gas T urns to Light 
This m eans th a t light changes 
partly into gas particles, and also 
th a t gas particles may change p a rt­ 
ly into light. 
Rotation sim ilar to th$ spin of 
light is known in m any other sub­ 
stances, even in solids and metals. 
The transfer of spin and the tra n s­ 
fer of energy are widely experienced 
in other substances than light. They 
are part of the basic laws of nature. 
So m easuring and confirm ing the 
spin of light, as R am an now does, 
places scientists a step closer to 
learning how radiation may alter its 
form and turn into som ething which 
to hum an senses is not radiation at 
all. 
In this work scientists frankly 
recognize an even greater wonder, 
the fact th a t hum an intelligence can 
unravel such a tangle and th a t this 
intelligence rises full blown from 
an impoverished race.

Ellsworth 
Vines, 19-year-old California sensa­ 
tion and outstanding contender for 
the singles title, defeated him twice. 
Doeg confounded the experts by 
trouncing Tilden to gain the title 
round of the 1930 national single®, 
where he defeated Frank Shields.

ground strokes. 
Although

Western Pennsylvania harassed by 
the long strike of its miners, is facing 
another winter, and operators and 
workers .though embittered by months 
of futile negotiation, nevertheless are 
prepared to lay their quarrel before 
the federal government. 
Government Operation Urged 
Weeks of peace efforts were cli­ 
maxed recently by the proposal of 
Pittsburgh mine owners that the gov­ 
ernment take over the industry. This 
plan met quite generally with ap­ 
proval. 
Operators, blaming over-production 
aiel economic conditions for the mar­ 
ket collapse, agree that non-profitahle 
operations must he eliminated. 
Souk- proponents of the government 
control plan suggested merging of the 
more substantial operators, hut others 
pointed to the shadow of the Sherman 
anti trust law across such a project. 
Readjustment of freight rates is 
necessary, most operators insist.

points. He addressed his rem arks to 
teachers of grades 7 to 12 at a sec­ 
tional meeting before which Profes­ 
sor Strebel also spoke on “W liat 
Does the Child Learn?” 
Social Control 
In the afternoon session. Professor 
Strebel spoke for the third time, ta k ­ 
ing as his subject, “Social Control 
in the New School." 
The speaker

taining discipline in the school room. 
He said the old dictorial attitudes 
of teachers in the 
classroom 
is 
passing. 
He pointed out the five 
m ethods used to get discipline in 
schools.

Airs. Charles Newman, Baltimore 
pike, near Two Taverns, narrowly 
escaped serious burns when the coal 
oil stove on which she was preserv­ 
ing peaches exploded in a m ysteri­ 
ous m anner Wednesday afternoon at 
3 o’clock 
She suffered severely 
from shock. 
Mrs. Newman, who was alone as 
other members of the family were 
attending a fair at Hanover, was 
seated on a rear porch at her home 
a few feet from the door into the 
pantry on the other side of which 
was the stove. 
She was peeling 
peaches when she was startled by a 
dull boom and looked up to see the 
house door a mass of flames a few 
feet away. 
Extinguish Flames 
Unnerved and linable to enter the 
house, she summoned neighbors, who 
after turning in a telephone alarm 
to the Gettysburg fire company, 
formed a bucket brigade and fought 
the flames so valiantly th at the 
blaze was extinguished before the 
firemen arrived a few minutes after 
the alarm had been given. 
The entire inside of the pantry 
was gutted by the flames which 
burned the paper from the walls, 
panels out of the doors and the 
woodwork away from the windows. 
The floor was also badly burned, 
while 
the 
stove 
was 
completely 
wrecked. 
Oil Reservoir Intact 
One of the impromptu firemen 
who assisted in putting out the 
flames declared th a t the oil reser­ 
voir on the stove was intact. He ex­ 
pressed the belief th a t the peaches 
in boiling over, caused the flames in 
the oil burner to .spurt up setting 
fire to the woodwork behind the 
stove. 
W ater to extinguish the fire was 
passed from hand to hand in buck­ 
ets from a nearby well and rain 
water barrels. 
The damage 
was 
estim ated at 
$500. 


Two storms, both accom­ 
panied by hitfh winds, swept 
Adams county Wednesday af­ 
ternoon and nitfht causing 
widespread damage particu­ 
larly in the* upper end of the 
county. A large barn and the 
stables on the famous Meadow 
Valley farms, were destroyed 
by fire with a loss running into 
the thousands when the barn 
was struck by lightning dur­ 
ing the second storm. 
The rain which fell in cloud­ 
burst proportions during the 
height of the second storm 
Wednesday night, drenched 
unfortunate 
pedestrians 
in 
Gettysburg before they had 
an opportunity to seek shel­ 
ter. and practically stopped 
traffic 
for a quarter of an 
hour. 
Roads Blocked 
On county roads, traffic was 
held up at several points by 
trees blown down by the gale 
that accompanied the storm 
during the afternoon. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. Henry Stewart’s 
rain gauge, .78 of an inch of 
rain fell during the afternoon 
storm here, and .37 during the 
storm in the evening. 
Telephone communications were 
interrupted while the residents of 
one part of Gettysburg were in dark­ 
ness for some time after lightning 
hit a transform er on North Stratton 
street and power lines fell to the 
street, causing widespread fear as 
huge sparks, blinding to the eye, 
were scattered in every direction un­ 
til firemen and linemen could re­ 
pair the damage 
Lund light lit up 
the entire northeast section of the 
borough until the power was cut off 
by engineers of the local Metropoli­ 
tan Edison company. 
Trees Blown Down 
Traffic both ways was blocked for 
a half hour on the Harrisburg road, 
near Dillsburg, when huge branches 
of trees were thrown over the high­ 
way and at one point, a pole was 
blown down. 
One motorist, braver 
than the rest, snapped the lines on 
the pole with a pair of pliers, and 
aided by others, the road was cleared 
enough to allow one way traffic un­ 
til the storm damage could be re­ 
paired. 
Telephone 
communications 
on 
rural telephones was still out this 
morning after the high wind had 
disrupted 
the 
service 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Heavy damage was re­ 
ported from the fruit belt where 
wind and rain combined to shake 
ripened fruit, particularly peaches, 
from the trees. Thousands of bush­ 
els of fruit were reported to be on 
the ground after the first storm. 
Additional damage occurred during 
the second one. 
From every section of the upper 
end came reports of large trees be­ 
ing uprooted or demolished by the 
storm, while in York and Cum ber­ 
land counties sim ilar damage occur­ 
red. 
Fairfield was plunged into dark­ 
ness and part of Gettysburg was 
without electric lights for nearly

Fire, believed to have start­ 
ed from litfhtnintf during’ the 
severe electrical storm which 
passed over Gettysburg and 
vicinity, Wednesday evening, 
destroyed the large barn and 
horse stable on the Meadow' 
Valley farm on the Biglerville 
road, two miles north of here, 
and created one of the knot­ 
tiest traffic jams ever unrav­ 
elled by state highway motor 
patrolmen in Adams county. 
Harry McHenry, formerly 
of Frederick, who purchased 
the Meadow Valley farm, once 
a show place for fine horses 
when it was owned by J. L. 
Butt, of Gettysburg, from the 
New’ York land hank in April, 
today estimated the loss at be­ 
tween $7,000 and $8,000. 
The Gettysburg fire com­ 
pany received the alarm about 
8:30 o’clock, 
word 
having 
been sent in that an automo­ 
bile was on fire on the Bigler­ 
ville road. 
Three pieces of 
apparatus responded to the 
alarm. 
As the flames mounted and the 
reflection of the blaze could be seen 
fifteen to twenty miles in all di­ 
rections. motorists began flocking 
to the scene in such numbers that 
soon all traffic on the Biglerville 
road in the vicinity of the fire was 
blocked. 
More 
than 
1,000 
automobiles, 
travelling north and south on the 
Biglerville road, jammed the high­ 
way. It was 
estim ated that 4.000 
persons were at the fire, and the 
traffic snarl was not straightened 
out until 10:30 o'clock, two hours 
after the machines began jamming 
Cars 
travelling 
north 
parked 
three deep on 
the highway, and 
other machines, headed south, piled 
up in the same formation, and re­ 
mained th a t way until motor pa­ 
trolmen and local officers, assisted 
by 
residents 
of 
Gettysburg, who 
volnuteered to get the machines 
moving again, began directing tra f­ 
fic. For a time automobiles going 
to the fire from Gettysburg were 
jammed up on the highway more 
than a mile from the blaze 
For Race Horses 
McHenry, who planned to use the 
farm this winter as a boarding 
place for race horses, said he was 
awakened by the barking of a pet 
dog. and looking from his bedroom 
window, saw fire shooting up from 
the gable end of the barn. 
On his way to the burning struc­ 
ture, McHenry stopped to run his 
automobile from a garage which ad­ 
joined the barn, and then hastened 
to release seven horses, four 
of 
them running horses, from the blaz­ 
ing structure. 
A calf, the only 
other livestock in the barn, also was 
released. 
Fifty-flve tons of hay, 30 tons of 
straw and 50 bushels of seed wheat 
in the barn were consumed, and 20 
additional tons of hay in an im ­ 
plement shed, some distance from 
the horse stable, which caught fire 
later, was damaged by water. 
Stable Burna 
The horse stable measured 40 bv 
160 feet while the barn was 40 by 
60 feet. A large hog pen adjoining 
the barn was partly destroyed, but 
local firemen, using water from the 
small stream on the premises, suc­ 
ceeded in saving the m ajor portion 
of the structure. 
Farm ing implements were in 
a 
large shed near the horse stable, 
and all of them were saved before 
that structure eaugh fire later. Tile 
implement shed was badly charred 
tiefore firemen succeeded in quell­ 
ing the blaze. 
Firemen were about ready to re-

The heavy wind th at accompanied 
the storm which hit Gettysburg and 
vicinity late Wednesday afternoon 
caused heavy dam age in an area 
several miles north of Gettysburg, 
trees being blown down, a barn un­ 
roofed and thousands of bushels of 
peaches were blown from the trees. 
The barn on the H arry Schriver 
farm, Biglerville pike, was partly 
unroofed by the high wind, while 
trees nearby were blown down. 
At 
the home of R, Clair Van Dyke, a 
half mile nearer Gettysburg, a large 
maple trees, many years of age, was 
blown 
down, 
while nearby trees 
were tom up by the roots by the 
gale. 
Many thousands of bushels of 
peaches were knocked from the trees 
by the wind and rain in th a t vicin­ 
ity. At the Oscar Rice farm, it was 
reported th a t close to 1.000 bushels 
of fruit had fallen to the ground 
under the force of the wind and 
heavy rain which accompanied it.

Shanghai, Sept. 3 (AP).-—Another 
vast welter of death and suffering 
was slowly being revealed Wednes­ 
day as President Kai-Shek esti­ 
mated that 50,000,000 Chinese flood 
victims were on the verge of starva­ 
tion. 
While national effort was being 
made to relieve Hankow, Wuchang 
and Hanyang, where 250,000 persons 
were estimated to have died of flood, 
starvation 
and 
exposure 
during 
August, attention was diverted to 
northern Kiangsu Province, where 
the once fruitful and happy basin 
between the Grand Canal and the 
sea has been transformed into a 
death trap for scores of thousands. 
The flooded area there approxi­ 
mates 5000 square miles in which 
10,000.000 persons dwell. 
The most 
intense misery has been inflicted 
upon Ave rich farming counties, each 
supporting 1,000,000.

Hinghwa, lies ten feet below the 
Grand Canal bed and twenty feet 
below the normal level of the canal. 
The Rev. Thomas L. Harnsberger, 
who arrived Wednesday from the 
devastated area, estimated at least 
100.000 had hied in the northern 
Kiangsu floods and that 2,000,000 
would perish of starvation and ex­ 
posure.

Swap Of Wheat For Product 
Of Brazil Gives II. S. 
New Commodity.

Washington 
(AP)—By resort to 
barter, m an’s most primitive form 
of exchange, the National Grain 
Stabilization corporation has be­ 
come 
the 
biggest 
Importer 
of 
Brazilian 
coffee 
in 
the United 
States. 
Its swap of 25,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for 
1,050,000 bags of the 
South American product gives it 
possession of about one-seventh of 
the total amount (around 7,500,000 
bags) brought into the country an ­ 
nually by approximately 172 im­ 
porters. 
The largest private importer han­ 
dles slightly more than 900.000 bags 
of Brazilian coffee annually. 
Net imports from all coffee pro­ 
ducing countries of the world are 
somewhat less than 12.000,000 bags 
a year. 
Twelve Millions Involved 
Probably 
no 
more 
stupendous 
barter ever was executed. While 
no coin or legal teifrler 
thereof 
changed 
hands, 
the 
wheat 
was 
valued at about $12,500 000 and the 
coffee at $11,781,000. 
To determine 
the 
amounts of 
coffee and wheat to be exchanged, 
the former was calculated on the 
basis qf 50 cents a bushel for No. 
2 winter wheat and the latter on 8 
to 8‘4 cents a pound for Santos 
3s and 4s. 
By the Brazilian unit 
of exchange, the coffee was worth 
184,934.000 milrets.

Brazil got more in a hypothetical 
sense for coffee than the United 
States got for wheat. 
Brazil, however, 
agreed to 
pay 
transportation charges on both and 
these alone are estimated at about 
$1.000 000. 
In addition. Brazil trades a New 
York storage terminal 225,000 bavs 
of coffee for grading, handling ai>d 
storing 
the 
1,050.000 
bags 
until 
1932 
The United States got Brazilian 
coffee at the lowest August value 
since 1907 when the average spot 
price of Santos 4s was 8 cents 
a 
pound on the New York market 
The average was 9.3 for July of this 
year. 
Brazilian coffee is used as a base 
in blending. Santos 4s, upon which 
contract prices ure based, is worth 
about one-half the price asked for 
“quality” coffee. 
Unless there is en increase in 
the value of coffee the stocks held 
by the grain stabilization corpora­ 
tion likely will not be sold in price 
competition a ith the coffee of other 
countries. 
It is said to be the intention to 
offer corporation stocks at what­ 
ever the market pays in 1932. 
Coffee To Move Slowly 
Since more than half of the nor­ 
mal 
annual imports of Brazilian 
coffee are in the United States now 
and Brazil requires that not more 
than l-24th of the total estimated 
crop for tile current and the fol­ 
lowing year may be represented in 
monthly 
deliveries, 
the 
1.050.000 
bags cannot move until next year. 
They are to be offered in m onth­ 
ly allotments 
of 62.500 bags. At 
th at rate it would take more than 
a year to sell them. 
If disposed of in that manner 
ar.d without concessions, it is con­ 
sidered unlikely the corporation’s 
coffee will disturb the trade.

Apply New Rules 
For Taxidermists
